Manitoba's only salt well has 
started production in commercial 
quantities, 

France has agreed to make no 
move toward revision of her debt to 
the United States until conditions are 
more favorable.

President Hoover’s fortune has

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Unclaimed Dividends 
Present Many Riddles 


British Government Holdings Aggre- 
gate Five Million Pounds 

With the Government’s war loan 
conversion scheme, strange and mys- 
terious financial oddities are expected 
to come to light again. Unclaimed 
stock and unclaimed dividends pre- 
sent many riddles. Unclaimed divi- 
dends are automatically transferred 
by the Bank of England to the debt 
commissioners after five years. The 
last available figures showed that the 
accumulated unclaimed dividends ag- 
Gregated more than 5,000,000 pounds, 
@ writer in the Sunday Chronicle 
points out. 

A particular case concerned an 
aged Englishwoman who, although 
entitied to 56,000 pounds and to more 
than 20,000 pounds in dividends, had 
died in poverty after continually bor- 
rowing money from friends and rela- 
tives. Apparently she had entirely for- 
gotten her large deposits. 

Out of 68,000 letters sent out by 
the Bank of England with regard to 
@ certain conversion some time past, 
12,706 letters were returned through 
the dead letter office. Only 1,270 of 
these could be posted to fresh ad- 
dresses, Unclaimed funds were credit- 
ed to more than 10,000 accounts, 
some amounting to more than 10,000 
pounds. The holdings of one for- 
getful or vanished person amounted 
to no less than 187,000 pounds, 


Predict Heavy Shipments 


Splendid Volume Of Business For 
Churchill Is Expected 

That grain shipments from Church- 
ill this year will amount to approxi- 
mately 4,000,000 bushels was the 
opinion expressed by W. H. Harling, 
ship agent. 

Mr. Harling also predicted that 
Manitoba's ocean port will do a splen- 
did volume of business, and will be- 
come a recognized world port in a 
very few years, Through his firm 
were made the first test shipments 
of grain from Churchill last year. 

Insurance rates for the navigation 
#eason are now on an equitable basis 
and will grow progressively lower as 
the volume of business increases, Mr. 
Harling declared. 

Grain shipped through Churchill 
from many ports of the west can now 
be laid down cheaper in Liverpool 
than by any other route, even taking 
into account higher insurance rates. 
Mr. Harling said. “I will be greatly 
disappointed if 4,000,000 bushels of 
grain do not go through Churchill 
this year,” he declared. ‘I am con- 
vinced that in a very few years 
Churchill will be a recognized port 
and will do quite a considerable 
amount of business.” 


An Unusual Celebration 


Couple In Belgrade Reach Hundredth 

Anniversary Of Their Marriage 

Even in Belgrade, the land of cen- 
tenarians, the news of a couple cele- 
brating the hundredth anniversary of 
their marriage has come as a sur- 
prise, 

In a village on the outskirts of 
Nisch, a farmer named Stepan Fili- 
povich, aged 117 years, married in 
June, 1832, Anna Alexandrovich, two 
years his junior.

Aviators Had Trying Time 


Blown Off Course German Flyers Lost 
For Two Months 

Two months ago Capt. Hans 
Bertram, 27, and Mechanic Adolph 
Klaussmann took off from Koepang, 
Timor Island, for Darwin, Australia, 
600 miles south, In their Junkers sea- 
plane “Atlantis” they had left Ger- 
many three months prior, on a tour to 
boost German trade. From Koepang 
they never reached Darwin. For 
weeks flyers and foot parties searched 
the bush of Australia’s north coast. 
Some biack natives found the aban- 
doned ‘plane, and Capt. Bertram's cig- 
arette case and a handkerchief, on 
the beach near Drysdale Mission, 100 
miles northwest of Wyndham. Aus- 
tralian officials continued searching, 
dubiously. At last, one day a police 
launch brought Bertram and Klauss- 
mann ashore at Wyndham, nearly de- 
ranged by suffering. Blown off their 
course in the night the flyers had 
landed near Drysdale, thinking it was 
Melville Island. They had a few bis- 
cuits, no water. For days they tramp- 
ed the bush in search of water and 
friendly natives, and later drank the 
contents of the 'plane’s radiator. On 
several occasions they plodded miles 
to what they thought was a signal 
fire, arrived exhausted to find an un- 
attended bush fire, They “caught liz- 
ards on the rocks, which we ate rav- 
enously.” They fashioned a raft from 
one of their seaplane floats, paddled 


for five days in a’ rough sea, saw a|’ 


steamer pass within a mile of them, 
Hunger drove them again ashore, to 
feed on snails and leaves. On the 88th 
day “to our great excitement we 
sighted a black, who brought a large 
fish, which we cooked and ate raven- 
ously. We knelt and offered prayers to 
the good God for our deliverance. 

In Remscheid, Prussia, Capt. 
Bertram’s home, his mother had 
turned grey, his grandmother had died 
of grief. 


Fewer Hand-Lace Workers 


Old Industry In France Is Gradually 
Dying Out 
Attention is being called to the dis- 


couraging decline in the hand-made 
lace industry in France. When the 
few remaining lace-makers, mostly 
very old women in the remote corners 
of Finistere and the Vosges districts, 
have died, it will probably be next to 
impossible to find anyone to take 
their places, Prices will of course rise 
and those who possess collections of 
fine old lace will be able to ask large 
sums for them, 

High tariff barriers have made ex- 
portation practically prohibitive, the 
one remaining open market being Bel- 
gium, @ country which makes nearly 
all of her own lace consumption, Low 
wages are also discouraging the lace 
workers who find. that they can earn 
far more at packing sardines on other 
less artistic work.

Tests Of Device Said To Have Proved 
Satisfactory 

An artificial rainmaker termed at 
Leningrad, the first in the world, has 
been produced by the special institute 
for artificial rain. 

The rain making machine develops 
current at 75,000 volts and prelimin- 
ary tests are stated to have proved 
highly satisfactory, 

A second apparatus, with a capac- 
ity of 200,000 has been put into con- 
struction, This larger machine is ex- 
pected to produce even more startling 
deluges. 

It is understood that this apparatus 
and others which the institute plans | 
to construct will eventually be in- 
stalled in central Asia and in sections 
of the Volga region where a scant 
natural rainfall often harms crops,

Police Efficiency 


Scotland Yard Has Enviable Record 
For Safeguarding the Public 

The comparative immunity from 
serious crime enjoyed by the largest 
city in the world is not due to acci- 
dent but to impartial enforcement of 
the law and police efficiency. Scotland 
Yard is synonymous with the success- 
ful pursuit of criminals and this 
world-wide reputation is vigilantly 
safeguarded by taking full advantage 
of the latest scientific inventions, 

The latest aid to crime detection in 
the metropolis is the installation of 
the most perfect radio network in the 
world. When it comes into operation 
at an early date, every district of the 
700 square miles under metropolitan 
police supervision will be able in- 
stantly to communicate with Scotland 
Yard Headquarters, Police tenders are 
to be provided with transmission sets 
and these will work on secret wave 
lengths, of which five have been re- 
served for police uses. The same wave 
length can be used by several local 
authorities, 

It is announced that under the new 
system the chances 6f anyone picking 
up a police message are much re- 
duced. The police have the advantage 
that no one knows when their mes- 
sages are going to be sent out and in 
addition a secret code is used. It is 
stated that in the near future every 
policeman on his beat will be equip- 
ped with radio. He will carry a minia- 
ture set in his helmet. Another new 
device just installed in London is an 
improvement in police telephone box- 
es. The opening of the box door ac- 
quaints the nearest police station that 
someone is inside. The caller hears a 
voice through a grille and gives his 
message without having to use any 
instrument.—Calgary Herald. 


Selling Emperor's Treasures 


Tourists Are Offered Articles Belong- 
ing To Former Chinese Rulers 

The treasures of an emperor—many 
emperors really—are sold weekly in 
the sacred precincts of the Forbidden 
City. An advertisement in the news- 
papers attracts romantic foreigners 
when it offers ‘once in a history for 
you to obtain silks, brocades, embroid. 
eries, teas, etc., from China’s former 
Imperial Household.”

Send Gift Of 18,000 Seeds Of Rare 
Trees and Shrubs 

From the capital of another British 
Dominion—Canberra, in Australia— 
there has come to Canada a gift of 
18,000 seeds of rare Australian trees 
and shrubs, There are 18 varieties and 
a thousand seeds of each variety have 
been presented to Canada as a gift 
from the Australian Government. The 
main varieties are: eucalyptus, aca- 
clas and casmarinas, They will be 
planted under the direction of the 
Canadian Department of-Agriculture. 

The presentation is in the nature of 
a reciprocal gesture. Canadian trees 
and shrubs have already been planted 
at Canberra and have taken so well 
that there seems no reason to doubt 
the Australian plants will do equally 
well in Canada.

Well-Equipped Expedition To North 
Will Investigate Polar Disturbances 

The observations being carried out 
by the ‘Million Dollar Expedition” 
which will be stationed at Chesterfield 
Inlet this winter will be of great im- 
portance to Hudson Bay shipping, it 
was learned from members of the 
party who arrived at Churchill. Those 
who will go north are Frank T. 
Davies, M.8Sc., McGill University, in 
charge of the party; 8S. T. McVeigh, 
B.8c., research assistant, chemical en- 
gineer, Queen's University, Kingston; 
Dr. B. W. Currie, University of Sas- 
katchewan, physicist; John P, Rea, 
observer and cook. 

Chesterfield Inlet is situated within 
the realm of the most violent mag- 
netic disturbance, which often render 
ordinary compasses valueless at 
times, and which have proved one of 
the arguments against the success of 
Hudson Bay as a shipping route. 

The party has the most elaborate 
equipment ever brought into the- 
north for the study of terrestial mag- 
netism, earth currents, aurora and 
meteorological and upper air work. 

It is expected that their studies will 
make a definite contribution to the 
relief of problems of navigators with- 
in the magnetic disturbance zone.

@ reciprocal trade offer made by Can- 
ada to Great Britain at the Imperial 
Economic Conference, Canada offered 
a market for $150,000,000 in British 
products in return for preferential 
treatment for wheat, lumber, butter, 
fish, dairy products, live cattle, meats, 
including bacons; metals, vegetables 
and fruits. 

Canada will admit free of duty, or 
over lowered tariff barriers hundreds 
of British goods, including iron and 
steel products, anthracite coal, brass 
products, automobiles, glass goods 
and possibly chemicals, boots and 
shoes and some lines of cotton goods. 

If the two countries come to defi- 
nite agreement it will mean an influx 
into Canaga of United States branch 
factories. 

In iron and steel products alone, 
Canada imported $81,005,300 from 
United States last year and $13,383,- 
600 from Great Britain, Canadian im. 
ports of anthracite coal from United 
States totalled $14,654,600 and from 
Great Britain $4,745,600. It is pro- 
posed by Canada that it throw open 
to Great Britain its market for iron 
and steel and anthracite coal, divert- 
ing as much trade as possible from 
United States and other non-empire 
countries. 

The Canadian offer will be consid- 
ered by the Brtish delegation and a 
definite decision made within a few 
days.

(President de Valera told a mass’ 
meeting at Limerick last week he! 
was not going to waste any more, 
time in “futile discussions’ to secure 
arbitration of the dispute, for which ! 
he said he saw little chance of solu-| 
tion.) 

The resolution was introduced by 
J. C, Counihan, Farmer Leader, mem- 
ber of the opposition majority. 


“Leave us within the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations,” Senator 
Counihan said. “It is Ireland's only 
hope of salvation.” 

The policy of the De Valera Gov- 
ernment, replied Senator Connolly, 
is one of creating an Irish republic 
—including the six northern count.es 
(Ulster), and that he declared, wouid 
remain the policy of President de 
Valera until it is achieved. 


President de Valera previously 
served a warning in the dail eireann 
that unless orders for coal are trans- 
ferred to the continent he might ap- 
ply a prohibitive tariff on British 
coal, 

The De Valera Government has 
sought unsuccessfully to stem the 
flow of British coal into the Free 
State, merchants disregarding the 
new duty of $1 a ton and continuing | 
to buy from the United Kingdom in 
large quantity. More than 50,000 
tons of British coal have been import- 
ed since Sunday,

NO CHANGE IS 
TO BE MADE IN 
RUSSIAN POLICY 


Ottawa, Ont.—Canada will not alter 


her policy towards Soviet Russia. In |. 


most emphatic terms, Prime Minister 
R. B. Bennett made this answer to 
the Workers’ Economic Union dele- 
gation which demanded removal of 
the embargo against the Soviet Union. 

The “dumping” of wheat, asbestos 
and lumber into the world’s markets 
by Russia under Soviet labor with 
disastrous results to Canadian work- 
men and farmers was instanced by 
the Prime Minister. ‘Do you believe 
the workers of this country should 
not have a fair chance in honest 
competition,” he asked, 

Reasoning with the deputation on 
many of the subjects on their pro- 
gramme, Premier Bennett stated that 
the Dominion Government was doing 
everything that this country could 
stand towards relief, primarily a mat- 
ter for the provinces, and maintaining 
the country's national life. But, he 
emphas:zed, the laws of Canada must 
be observed. 

“The laws of the country represent 
the will of the people through their 
elected representatives,” the Prime 
Minister declared, ‘They protect you 
and thy protect‘me. Law and order, 
as far as we can assure it, will be 
maintained, If you break it you will 
be punished as sure as the sun risés,” 

Tim Burk and the seven other 
Communists would remain in the 
penitentiary until they had served 
their terms. ‘These eight men,” Mr. 
Bennett continued, ‘were found guilty 
on their own statements before the 
courts that they had received money 
from Russia, had acted under direc- 
tions from Moscow. Our institutions 
will not be disturbed, There will be 
no protection to those who seek to 
destroy the state.” Section 98 of 
the Criminal Code dealing with sedi- 
tion and unlawful assembly would re- 
main in force, 

Mr. Bennett again stated there 
would be no non contributory unem- 
ployment insurance under his admin-

“demands” included non-contributory, 
unemployment insurance, an embargo 
on any food and war material ship- 
ments to Japan, release of political 
prisoners in India and independence 
for India, George Winslade, Toronto, 
was the main spokesman for the dele.

THE TEN COMMANDMENTS 1. 


Golden Text: “Thou shalt love thy 
eR as thyself.”—Leviticus 19, 


Lesson: Exodus 20.12-21. 
Devotional Reading: Psalm 15. 


Explanations and Comments 


The Law Of Filial Piety, verse 12.— 

Thou shalt honor—love and respect— 
thy father and thy mother. This is 
the first commandment with promise, 
Ephesians 6.2; “that thy days may 
be long in the land which Jehovah thy 
God giveth thee.” “The promise cou- 
pled with this command in common 
with almost all the promises made to 
the ancient people of God, applies 
rather to the nation than to the indi- 
vidual, The people among whom the 
sacredness of the family ideal is main- 
tained, whose children render obedi- 
ence to their parents during the time 
of immaturity, and always honor 
them, will be the nation of strength, 
retaining its hold upon its own pos- 
sessions, and abiding.” “The motive 
was not the highest motive, nor, for 
us, could it be the true one; but for 
slaves just escaped out of Egypt, it 
was wise.”—H. W. Beecher. 
The Law Of Life, verse 18.—Thou 
shalt not kill) As the Hebrew word 
here translated “kill” is not the usual 
word for kill, the English Revised 
Version (not the American), trans- 
lates the sentence, ‘Thou shalt do no 
murder.” The prohibition does not in- 
clude every kind of killing, but only 
that kind which we call murder. One 
who kills a man in order to save his 
own life or the lives of others is 
charged with manslaughter, not with 
murder. One who commits murder is 
actuated by a personal motive or pas- 
sion, The soldier in battle is not ac- 
tuated by personal feeling against the 
one whom he Kills; he is fighting for 
his country, for the lives of others, 
and does not violate this command- 
ment. 

The Law Of Purity, verse 14.— 
“Thou shadt not commit adultery.” 
Recall Jesus’ words about this com- 
mandment in Matthew 5.27-32, 

“Jesus lifted the whole matter to a 
high plain when He said it was im- 
possible to deal with the question of 
human purity unless we deal with it 
in the thought stage. Jesus said that 
the man who indulges in evil mental 
attitudes is guilty, and from this in- 
dictment He would not excuse the wo- 
man who by act or dress is partner to 
this mental state on the part of the 
man,"—Arthur E. Holt, 

The Law Of Honesty, verse 15.— 
“Thou shalt not steal.” 

“Borrowing without the permission 
of the lender is embezzlement under 
another name, even though it be done 
but temporarily, against the receipt 
of a check overdue or an intention to 
make the default good later on. Such 
articles in common use as umbrellas 
and books are often ‘borrowed’ by 


people of defective memory, Short 
weight, scant measure, adulterated 
goods, excessive prices, sweated 


wages, underselling to squeeze out a 
rival, are things so widespread that 
men suffer them to pass unchallenged 
and practice them with an easy con- 
science.”—Allan Poole. 

The Law Of Truthfulness, verse 16, 
—"Thou shalt not bear false witness
